RULES  OF  ORDER 


1.  The  President  shall  decide  all  questions  of  order,  subject  to 
appeal  to  the  Conference,  and  in  case  of  such  appeal  the  question 
shall  be  taken  without  debate,  except  that  the  President  may  state 
the  grounds  of  decision,  and  the  appellant  may  state  the  grounds 
of  his  appeal. 

2.  The  President  shall  appoint  all  committees,  unless  otherwise 
especially  ordered  by  the  Conference. 

3.  On  assigning  the  floor  to  any  member  of  the  Conference,  he 
shall  distinctly  announce  the  name  of  the  member  to  whom  he  assigns 
it. 

4.  All  motions  or  resolutions  presented  by  any  member  shall  he 
written  and  presented  in  duplicate  by  the  mover,  if  the  President, 
Secretary,  or  any  two  members  request  it;  and  all  reports  shall  be 
presented  in  duplicate  if  so  requested. 

5.  When  a  motion  or  resolution  is  moved  and  seconded,  or'  a 
report  is  presented,  and  is  read  by  the  Secretary,  or  stated  by  the 
President,  it  shall  he  deemed  in  possession  of  the  Conference;  but 
anv  motion  or  resolution  may  he  withdrawn  by  the  mover  at  any  time 
before  amendment  or  decision,  with  the  consent  of  the  second. 

(>.  The  motions  to  adjourn,  to  suspend  the  rules,  to  lay  on  the 
table,  to  take  from  the  table,  and  the  call  for  the  previous  question 
shall  he  taken  without  debate. 

'  7.  No  new  motion  or  resolution  shall  he  entertained  until  the  on'? 
under  consideration  shall  he  disposed  of,  which  may  be  done  by  ad¬ 
option  or  rejection,  unless  one  of  the  following  motions  shall  in¬ 
tervene,  which  shall  have  procedure  in  the  order  in  which  they  are 
placed,  namely:  (1)  To  fix  the  time  to  which  the  Conference  shall 
adjourn.  (2)  To  adjourn.  (3).  To  take  a  recess.  (4)  To  lay  on  the 
table.  (5)  For  the  previous  question.  (0)  To  postpone  to  a  givtn 
time.  (7)  To  refer.  (8)  Substitute.  (0)  Amendment.  (10)  To 
postpone  indefinitely.  The  motion  for  the  previous  question  cannot 
be  laid  on  the  table. 

8.  Only  one  amendment  to  an  amendment  shall  be  in  order.  But 
then  it  shall  b'?  in  order  to  move  a  substitute  for  the  main  question 
and  one  amendment  to  the  substitute,  a  ml  if  a  substitute  is  accepted,  it 
shall  lb  place  the  original  proposition.  In  voting,  the  Conference  shall 
pursue  the  following  order,  namely :  The  main  question  shall  first  be 
perfected  by  voting  on  the  amendments  proposed  to  the  main  question, 
and  then  the  Conference  shall  vote  on  the  substiute  and  its  amendments. 

1).  It  shall  he  in  order  for  any  member  to  call  for  the  yeas  and 
nays  on  any  question  before  tb?  Conference;  and  if  the  call  be  sus¬ 
tained  by  twenty-five  members  present,  the  vote  thereon  shall  he  taken 
by  .Was  and  nays. 

10.  It  shall  l  e  in  order  to  move  that  the  question  be  taken  with¬ 
out  further  debate,  on  any  measure  pending  before  he  Conference, 
edeept  in  cases  where  character  is  involved;  and  if  sustained  by  a  vote 
of  two-thirds,  the  question  shall  be  taken.  The  motion  for  the  pre¬ 
vious  question  cannot  he  laid  on  the  table;  nevertheless,  it  shall  be 
in  order  under  this  rule  to  move  to  recommit,  to  divide,  or  to  lay  on 
the  table  after  the  previous  question  has  been  ordered. 

11.  The  motion  to  adjourn  shall  be  taken  without  debate,  and 
shall  always  be  in  order,  except  (1)  when  a  member  has  the  floor; 
(2)  when  a  question  is  actually  put,  or  a  vote  is  being  taken;  (3)  when 
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a  question  is  pending  on  sustaining  the  demand  for  the  previous  ques¬ 
tion;  (4)  when  the  previous  question  has  been  called  and  sustained, 
and  action  under  it  is  still  pending;  and  (5)  when  a  motion  to  ad¬ 
journ  has  been  negatived  and  no  business  or  debate  has  intervened. 

12.  When  any  motion  or  resolution  shall  have  been  acted  upon 
by  the  Conference  it  shall  he  in  order  for  any  member  who  voted  with 
the  prevailing  side  to  move  a  reconsideration ;  but  a  motion  to  re 
consider  a  non-debatable  motion  shall  be  decided  without  debate. 

13.  When  any  member  is  about  to  speak  in  debate,  or  to  deliver 
any  matter  to  the  Conference,  he  shall  rise  and  respectfully  address 
the  President,  but  shall  not  proceed  until  recognized  by  him. 

14.  No  member  shall  be  interrupted  when  speaking,  except  by 
the  President  to  call  him  to  order  when  he  departs  from  the  question 
or  uses  personalities  or  disrespectful  language ;  but  any  member  may 
call  the  attention  of  the  President  to  the  subject  when  he  deems  tin1 
speaker  out  of  order,  and  any  member  may  explain  it  if  he  thinks 
himself  misrepresented. 

15.  No  person  shall  speak  more  than  twice  on  the  same  ques¬ 
tion,  nor  more  than  fifteen  minutes  at  one  time,  without  leave  from 
the  Conference;  nor  shall  any  person  speak  more  than  once  until 
every  member  choosing  to  speak  shall  have  spoken ;  provided,  how¬ 
ever,  that  a  committee  making  a  report  shall  in  all  cases  be  entitled  to 
ten  minutes  to  close  the  debate.  The  commitee  shall  not  be  de¬ 
prived  of  its  right  to  close  the  debate,  even  after  the  previous  ques 
tion  has  been  ordered. 

10.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  sessions  of  the 
Conference  without  leave,  unless  he  is  sick  or  unable  to  attend. 

17.  No  member  shall  be  allowed  to  vote  on  any  question  who  is 
not  within  the  bar  at  the  time  when  such  question  shall  lie  put  by 
the  President,  except  by  leave  of  the  Conference,  when  such  member 
has  been  necessarily  absent.  Every  member  who  is  within  the  bar  at 
the  time  the  question  is  put  shall  give  his  vote,  unless  the  Conference 
for  special  reasons,  excuse  him. 

18.  Except  by  unanimous  consent  a  member  shall  not,  at  the  close 
of  his  own  remarks,  move  to  lay  a  pending  motion  upon  the  table. 

19.  These  rules  shall  not  be  suspended  except  by  a  two-thirds 
vote  of  the  members  present  and  voting.

There  have  been  certain  funds  turned  over  to  me  from  the  sale 
of  church  property  at  Tampa  which  have  been  on  deposit  in  the  sav¬ 
ings  account  in  one  of  our  Jacksonville  Banks.  There  are  still  two  lots 
which  were  held  by  the  Trustees  of  tire  Tampa  church  but  from  whom 
I  secured  a  deed  transferring  them  to  the  St.  John’s  River  Conference. 

There  is  also  in  my  possession  a  note  for  $3,000,  given  by  one 
of  the  Trustees,  for  money  loaned  him  by  the  Trustees,  out  of  the 
sale  of  the  Church  property.  An  attempt  was  made  to  collect  this 
note;,  but  the  maker  was  absent  from  the  United  States  and  we  have 
been  unable  to  get  service  on  him.
